B’rith, 
Jewish War Vets, four organiza­ 
tions of Jewish congregations and 
ten Zionist groups. 
Their purpose was obviously, if 
not openly* to bring pressure on 
President Eisenhower, the Depart­ 
ments of State and Defense and 
the entire U. S. Congress to sup­ 
port more arms aid for Israel. In 
an American election year, this is 
potent political pressure. 
It should be noted that the reso­ 
lutions passed by this conference 
do not represent the unanimous 
views of all American Jews. 
One group in particular, Ameri­ 
can Council for Judaism, Inc., op­ 
poses Zionism—the establishment 
of a Jewish religious state in Pal­ 
estine. It deplores the involvement 
of American organizations with the 
Jewish Agency, which is registered 
with the Department of Justice as 
a foreign agent, representing Is­ 
rael.

Six Categories 
Of Assistance 
For SIU Students 
CARBONDALE, 111.—The finan­ 
cial assistance program at South­ 
ern Illinois university has been or­ 
ganized into six categories to help 
needy and deserving students com­ 
plete their education. 
According to Dr. Erwin D. Stas­ 
e s supervisor of scholarships and 
loans, help is available in the form 
of scholarships, 
awards, prizes, 
grants - in - aid, 
private agency 
awards, and student loan funds, 
each designed to fill a particular 
need. 
In connection with this help pro­ 
gram, the SIU Office of Studc at 
Affairs has prepared an estimate 
of typical expenses for a college 
year to guide prospective students 
in their financial planning.

$102 ($90 additional for out-of-state 
students); room rent, $144; food, 
$504; and miscellaneous expenses,

Probers Hit 
Unnecessary 
Ag Dep'f Costs 


WASHINGTON a? — Congres­ 
sional investigators charged today 
that taxpayers have paid 
many 
extra millions into the farm pro­ 
gram because the Agriculture De­ 
partment has paid out unneces­ 
sary costs to middlemen. 
Staff investigators for the House 
Agriculture 
Appropriations 
sub­ 
committee 
said in a report the 
department is paying unnecessary 
costs to warehousemen and pro­ 
cessors. 
The staff investigators charged 
that the department recently left 
its own storage bins unused in the 
Midwest and shipped 17,($27,778 
bushels of corn to the West Coast 
where private warehousemen are 
being paid to store it. 
They said they were advised this 
decision was made after “Oregon 
interests” brought pressure on the 
department. The shipping costs 
amounted to 43 to 63 dints a bush­ 
el, or about double what it would 
have cost to erect new government 
bins in the Midwest, the report 
said. 
Iii an accompanying statement, 
Subcommittee Chairman Jamie L. 
Whitten (D-Miss) said “It is now 
fairly apparent . . . wasteful prac­ 
tices . . . and concessions to spe­ 
cial groups” account for part of 
the $929,300,000 loss on the farm 
price support program in the fis­ 
cal year ended last June 30.

PARIS (IP)— President Rene Coty 
called on Socialist party leader 
Guy 
Mollet 
tonight to become 
France’s 22nd premier since the 
end of World War II. 
The president summoned the 51- 
year-old former English teacher 
after two days of consultations 
with politicians in his efforts to 
decide who should try to form a 
new government. 
Mollet has been favored since 
the national elections were held 
earlier this month. He and Pierre 
Mendes-France

manded power for their left-oi- 
center republican front coalition. 
Mollet is expected to ask the new 
National Assembly for confirma­ 
tion as premier next Tuesday if he 
is successful in lining up a new 
cabinet 
to 
restore stability to 
France’s chaotic politics. 
Mendes-France was expected to 
be his chief lieutenant, although 
his exact cabinet status was not 
certain. He may become foreign 
minister. 
IBM Agrees to 
Halt Rental 
Of Its Machines 


NEW YORK fGPt— International 
Business Machines Corp. 
made 
plans today to break up its $250- 
million a year business in renting 
tabulating machines and electron­ 
ic computers and make the ma­ 
chines available for sale for the 
first time. 
IBM agreed to the plan in a con­ 
sent judgment filed late Wednes­ 
day in Federal District Court in 
New York. The actioh disposes of 
an anti trust suit brought by the 
Department of Justice in which 
IBM was charged with controlling 
90 per cent of the tabulating m a­ 
chine business in the United States. 
The company also agreed to li­ 
cense its patents, service machines 
sold to others, make spare parts 
available, sell used machines to 
second hand dealers and provide 
technical training for repairmen 
and engineers. 
Attorney 
General 
H e r b e r t 
Brownell Jr., said the action would 
have “ far-reaching effects 
upon 
major segments of the business 
world." 
Thomas J. Watson Jr., president 
of IBM, said some of the tarn s 
of the decree were severe but oth­ 
ers would have no effect on long 
standing company policies. He said 
the company’s consnet to the de­ 
cree was not an admission of any 
violation of the anti-trust laws. 
There was speculation that IBM 
agreed to settlement of the govern­ 
ment suit to better its position in 
a $90 million civil anti-trust suit 
brought against it by the Sperry- 
Rand Corp. 
Machines rented range from a 
manual card punch 
renting for 
about $250 a year to electronic 
brains which rent for $500,000 a 
year. 
All the machines 
now rented 
must be offered to the lessees for 
purchase at a “reasonable" price 
under terms of the agreement.

Sen. George 
Supports Rigid 
Price Supports 


WASHINGTON <tB-Sen. Walter 
F. George (D-Ga) threw his full 
support today behind a move to 
restore rigid price supports of 90 
per cent of parity for basic farm 
crops. 
George said the administration 
proposal for a "soil bank has some 
good features," but he doubted it 
would give 
immediate relief to 
farmers caught in a price - cost 
squeeze. 
George expressed confidence that 
Congress will approve a return to 
the high rigid price supports. They 
would replace the present flexi­ 
ble supports ranging from 75 to 90 
per cent of "fair income" parity. 
“I don’t see how Congress will 
fail to vote at least 90 per cent 
support prices," George told the 
United Press in an interview. “A 
prosperous agriculture is just as 
vital to national defense as muni­ 
tions."

solve this problem they left the

with 
friends 
and 
went 
abroad. 
Tile
